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New Storm Sewer, 
Avenue Given 





Because of necessary improvements 
on Portland and Solano Avenues, the 
City tax rate for next year must be 
raised to $1.55 a hundred, came the an- 
nouncement yesterday from the City 
Council which has been sitting as a 
board of equalization. 


Tf it were not for the new storm 
sewer to be put in on the former 
street, the need for which was so evi- 

dent during last winter, and for the 

widening and lighting of Solano be- 
tween San Pablo and Cleveland Ave- 
nues, the board stated that the new 
budget would call for a rate nearer 
that of the past year, $1.43. 


Members of the Fire and Police De- 
partments will also be given pay in- 
creases, beginning September 1. For 
the latter department the City will also 
buy two cars, a move which will save 
about $1500 a year, it is said. 
TO GET GRANT 

By the expenditure of $900 at this 
time it will be possible for the City 
to get a $3000 WPA grant for the 
Recreation Department, it is revealed. 
This will be used to equip the head- 
quarters on Masonic Avenue. 

Negotiations are still pending for the 
purchase of property in the vicinity of 
University Park from the University 
of California. If satisfactory terms 
can be arranged the City will be in a 
financial position to acquire the land 
for a park and future school. 

“In imereasing the wages of City 
employes at this time,” said Mayor O. 
C. Yenne, “we have not only consider- 
ed their merit but have tried as well 
to make commensurate adjustments in 
keeping with the rising costs of living.” 
WAGE INCREASES 

In the fire Department, the chief will 
be given an increase of $20, or $200 
a month. The assistant chief will re- 
ceive $180, a boost of $20, Captains 
‘are to get $165, up $10; hosemen, first 
class, $160; hosemen, second class $155. 

Sergeant’s pay in the Police Depart- 
ment is upped $15 to $195. Patrolmen 

“with six years’ experience will draw 
$185. An officer will be paid $170 a 
month during his first and second 
years, increasing to $175 in the 
third year. From the fourth to the 
sixth year his pay will remain at $180. 

The present allowance of $22.50 a 
month for car maintenance will be dis- 
continued, of course, when the City 
purchases two police cars on or about 
September 1.

An amendatory grant from the 
Federal Government of funds suf- 
ficient to permit completion of the 
third unit of the High School 
plant, with the exception of the 
heating and electrical systems, 
was recently received by the 
School Board, according to Allen 
Keim, superintendent of schools.

Is Stressed 
By Baby Show 


When a baby is born, whether it iy 
the first one in the family or not, prob- 
lems come up about his care—how to 
help him develop normally and how to 
keep him well. At first only physical 
needs are obvious, but the parents must 
remember that the character building 
of their child is closely tied up with the 
way his physical needs are met. The 
care of a baby is a great responsibility, 
but it can be carried successfully if the 
parents regularly seek advice of a phy- 
sician trained in the care of babies, if 
they follow the simple rules of feeding, 





sleep, out-of-door life, and routine 
habits. 
The large majority of babies are 


well when they are born. The univer- 
sal problem is how to keep them well. 
Many diseases of babyhood are much 
less common today than they used to 
te because modern science has found 
out how they can be prevented by feed- 
ing the baby properly, regularity in 
bathing, dressing, feeding, sleep, exer- 
cise, and play. The doctor who sees 
the baby once or twice a month, looks 
at him with a trained eye and can see 
whether he is as rosy as usual or is 
becoming pale, whether he is as active 
as he should be, or whether he shows 
other early signs that are forerunners 
of trouble. 

A mother can not know when her 
particular baby needs to have his food 
changed or increased, 

Such things as these the doctor wil! 
know, and his advice is of greatest im 
portance to every mother who would 
keep her child well. 

Regular visits to the doctor should 
be made for these purposes: 

1—Weighing (weekly.) 

2—Advice (monthly.) 

3—Health examination every two 
months, or at least every four months. 

The child’s future mental health wilt 
depend largely on the habits built dur- 
ing the first years of his life. Every 
child carries in his inherited make-up 
many qualities. Which ones predomi- 
nate in his future life will depend large- 
ly .on his surroundings—the food and] + 
care he gets, the persons he learns to| * 
imitate, as he begins to live in the 
surroundings that the parents have pro 
vided.
